And io this connection
it may not be amiss to state that the
earpest and able pastor of that chu:ch #n
this town, Rev. . McQueen, has re-
cently received from a Georgia Universi
ty the Doctor’s degree in Divinity,
which, while it makes him po greater
2s a scholar and pulpit orator than he
was before, is a gratifying proof that
he is known and appreciated outside of
his own State aod Syood. Dr. McQueen,
in sddition to the eareof a very large
concregation, lectares weekly to the
pupils of the Sumter Female Institue,
(Mrs. Brown’s,) doring the sessions,
on History and other instructive topies.
He has recently delivered a lecture
before the Cheraw Lyceum, which is
highly spoken of, but which was ot his
first effurt there. Ou a former occasion
he was preceded in the lecture course
by Biskop Lyuch, of Charleston, and
Bishop Gregg, of Texas, who, tozether
with himself, all originally hailed from
Cheraw—a learned and gifted trio, to
whom that place can point with compla
cency, as illustrations uf its native talent.

The inevitable excrescences which
mar the comeliness of the body politic
everywhere in this State are visible in
Sumter. The vegro militia, whiclk has
been disarmed at some other poiuts, is
here more rampant than ever before,
and is oot only armed with guns and
ammunition, but with what is to maoy
a much more offensive weapoo, a big
drum, which isallowed but little s2pose.
A black brass band sometimes attends
the muster, and plays very often when
there is no muster; and in fact they
play so oft and so loud the few tunes
they have learned that if the entire
population of the town has not learned
them as well, it is certainly mot the
fault of the band. Many a weary citi-
zen has had cause to exclaim of mights,
“Music has charms to drive all sleep
away,” while the band keeps up the
endiess refrain of “Shoo fly ! don’t bodder
me.” There are also United States
infantry and cavalry stationed here,
and sowe of the cavalry have bad difs
colties with the colored population, in
which the latter bave been roughly
handled : but after the law was invoked
and there scemed to be mo further
trouble between them, the cavalry are |
to leave to-worrow for Atlanta, to
appease, by their removal, the black
Newesis. Whatever ills we have, the
people are braring paticatly, avd the
recent triumph of Conservatism io
